three members recalled will start 
as soon as the election board ap- 
proves the wording of the petitions 
and the members of the board 
being cited have time to make 
known any objections they may 
have. 

The elections board has 10 to 20 
days to approve the wording of the 
petitions. 

The reasons given for the recall 
petitions were cited as the three 
have violated the state statutes and 
the oath to which they made when 
elected to uphold, openly lied to 
the electorate who elected them, 
and two of the three members do 
not believe in the concepts of 
public education for their own chil- 
dren, therefore, should not be on 


the board. 

The petitions filed Monday say, 
““(Name of board member) has 
opinionated views of educational 
matters contrary to a substantial 
number of educators, parents of 
children enrolled in the Boyne City 
school district to the degree that 
his objectivity as a member of the 
school board is not in the best 
interest of the students, parents 
and electors.’’ The final wording is 


to be worked out by the elections, 


board. 

The drive is not the first the 
three have faced. Last year, an- 
other ill-fated drive was started but 
failed due to the lack of signatures 
required. 

Approximately 567 signatures 
will be needed to force the recall 


election. 

If the signature drive is success- 
ful, and the election to recall the 
three is also, then the remaining 
members of the board wil] have 20 
days in which to name new 
members to the board to fill out the 
terms of those recalled or until 
next June’s election. If the board 
cannot come up with names to fill 
the board positions within the 20 
days, then the Charlevoix-Emmet 
Intermediate School District will 
have to determing the board 
makeup. The remaining four mem- 
bers of the schoo! board will have 
to cast unanimous ballots on each 
name presented due to the board 
makeup of seven members and a 
majority of seven is needed to pass 
any resolution or action, 


The committee already has 35 
people set up to get signatures. 
They expect to have 45 out collect- 
ing names as they get the petitions 
in hand. 

A local source said that, ‘This 
drive is going to be successful, we 
are much more organized than the 
previous attempt, and are going 
after the three with real informa- 
tion."’ 

The source also told the Press he 
thinks the present board will, 
‘*Give lipservice to the present 
problem they are having concern- 
ing the Human Development com- 
mittee and will ‘stonewall’ it.’’ He 
also thinks the board will continue 
to work to make the present 
committee ineffective. 


Bowman, as president of the 
schoo! board, is the member with 
the longest term of service. He has 
been on the board for two years 
having been elected to a four year 
term in June of 1983. 

Monshor and Mathers were 
voted to the board in the election 
held in June 1984. 

Newly elected board member 
Richard May was not part of the 
recall drive as he has not yet 
served six months on the board. 
Drive members were asked to 
consider his name also but were 
not able to because of his not yet 
serving six months. Whether or 
not the committee will try to recall 
May will be considered in January, 
the source said. 


Two asked

Both officials have declined to 
comment on the petition other than 
to send a letter to the Petoskey 
News Review asking the township 
residents to support them. The two 
said they will be making a decision 
to resign by the December board 
meeting. 

The petitions stated four areas of 
complaints including incompe- 
tence in the duties of the office

Foster kids have say 


Editor, 

As a volunteer transporter for 
the State of Michigan, I have come 
in contact with many children from 
foster homes. Here is what they 
have to say. 

Doesn’t anyone ever listen to the 
children? You have laws to protect 
the rights of minorities. After cen- 
turies of struggle you are forced to: 
regard them as people. How old do 
we have to be before the law and 
society decide that children are no 
longer the property and chattel of 
adults, but real people worthy of 
respect? 

In divorce courts the judge 
divides us between our parents 
with the same detachment and 
com- 
compassion that he divides the car 
and the house and any other com- 


muna! property. He talks to us in 


court but he doesn’t know us at all 
as people, and he knows that we 
cannot appeal to a higher court. 
We cannot fight back. His decis- 
ions are safe. We goto live with 
one parent to mainly hear what is 
wrong with the other parent. We 
are not people. We are brickbats. 
The police whom we have been 
taught were our friends to go to for 
help come in their squad cars 
armed to the teeth to takeus away 
from the only home or security we 
know and place us in foster homes 
where no one does anything for us 
unless they are paid well. Don’t 
think we don’t know it. We do. We 
ae even get to stay in one Si

New truck route defined 


in Boyne City 


Boyne City now has new truck 
routes through town that will help 
alleviate the truck congestion in 
the downtown district. The new 
routes. were named as follows: 
M-75 from Boyne Falls to Division 
Street to Lake Street, then down- 
town; M-75 from Walloon straight 
on State Street to Lake Street. 

Other routes coming from Char- 
levoix were not changed after the 
city okayed the new resolution. 

The city will be placing signs 
along the route as soon as they are 
received. The signage is the first 
phase of starting the routes. 
Enforcement will be the second 
phase with a warning ticket to be 
issued to the driver the first time, 
and then a ticket if a second 
offense. ; 

Trucks serving the downtown 
area are not affected by the routes 
and will be able to continue to 
make deliveries in the downtown 
area. : 

No parking signs will be posted 
along State Street between the 
intersection at East Street and 


Lake Street. 

In making the motion passing 
the request, one of the commis- 
sioners told the commission that 
the new routes would eliminate as 
many turns as possible for the 
drivers and make it a lot easier for 
the trucks. 

In other action at the Tuesday 
noon meeting, the commissioners 
agreed to a transfer of retirement 
credits from the county to the city 
for a new police officer who had 
worked for the county and now 
works as a city police officer. 


The commissioners also agreed 
to collect one-half of the summer 
school taxes with the bills sent out 
for the city. The issue was ap- 
proved with no cost to the schools 
for the collection of the taxes. 

City manager Randy Frykberg 
reminded the commissioners the 
downtown businesses are suppos- 
ed to keep the sidewalks clean in 
front of their businesses. An ordin- 
ance will be enforced for those who 
do not comply, he said.
